2013 Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The year 2013 saw many improvements made to several town 
facilities using capital funds approved at March town meeting, as well as our 
Government Buildings Expendable Trust Fund. During the fall, the floors in the 
Lower Meeting Hall and the Board of Selectmen’s office were sanded and 
refinished. As the decayed carpet was removed in the Selectmen’s office, a 
tongue and groove floor was discovered. The finished result is quite dramatic. 
We also proceeded with painting one side of the town hall. Energy efficient 
propane furnaces replaced two of the three outdated and inefficient oil furnaces 
in the town hall and more efficient light bulbs were installed in the lower hall, 
kitchen and some of the offices, thanks to Brian Doerpholz. 

The Laurel Lake Property Advisory Committee (AKA the Boat Ramp 
Committee) successfully planned our new boat ramp and dry hydrant project. 
The Highway Department, lead by Gene Cuomo, Road Agent and his crew 
executed the plan. The project was completed under budget thanks to the 
ingenuity and hard work of Gene, Chris, Dave, and Ryan. 

We also approved upgrades to the police department, including bullet- 
proof glass in the vestibule, a new security door, an interview room, evidence 
room, and kitchenette. We feel these upgrades make the department more 
safe, efficient and usable, and allows us to put off construction of a new building 
for the department, a half-million project that has been on the Capital 
Improvement Committee’s long range plan. 

We met with the State of NH Fish and Game in the spring to discuss 
our intent to rebuild the boat ramp. We also expressed our interest in the 
property directly across the street from the boat ramp that the State acquired in 
1999 when they were looking at improving that property to be a parking area for 
the boat ramp. According to State Statute, if the State determines that they no 
longer need a piece of property, they must first offer it to the town. We were 
hoping that we would have a formal offer to purchase this property during the 
2014 budget preparations, but delays by the State means we will not have an 
offer until long after town meeting. Hopefully, in the course of this year, an 
agreement will be reached and voters will have the opportunity to decide at the 
2015 town meeting if this property could be a valuable resource for the town. 

A number of years ago voters approved the establishment of the 
General Government Expendable Trust Fund. Funds that are appropriated into 
this account are used for building repairs, projects and emergency 
expenditures. This fund has proved extremely valuable. We are asking voters to 
approve $35,000 to be placed in this fund this year. We have a number of 
projects proposed for 2014 using this fund as follows; replace the third furnace 
in the town hall, replace light fixtures in the highway barn, fire station and 
transfer station, repair the roofs of the village fire station and public safety 
building and refinish the floors on the left side of the town hall. In addition, we 
are asking for money to paint the upper hall ceiling, where the paint is literally 
falling off. 

Voters approved the town accepting a donation of property from 
Meadowood County Area Fire Department at the 2013 Annual Meeting. When a 
title search was done, a few encumbrances were discovered on one of the 
parcels which have delayed us in signing the deeds. We expect that the deeds 
will be ready to sign within the next couple of months and the town will take 
possession of the two properties. 

The past year presented a number of challenges. The biggest 
challenge was our legal expenses. Regrettably we were forced to allocate 
precious town funds to legal issues, to the detriment of other needs in town. As 
the executive authority in town, the Board of Selectmen is compelled with 
meeting these challenges. The amount spent on legal is quite variable year-to- 
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2013 Report of the Board of Selectmen, continued 


year. Some years few situations arise, and the legal expenditures are low. The 
year 2013 was not one of those. Most, but not all of the issues concerned land 
use. Some of the cases were initiated by the town to address enforcement; 
some were brought against the town — most specifically the legal suit KMO has 
filed against the town with regard to the Webb Quarry. Some of these will 
extend well into 2014, meaning another unwelcome year of potentially high 
legal expenses. 

Despite the financial burden of legal expenses and the number of 
municipal improvements, we still managed not to over-expend the bottom line of 
the approved budget. We continue to be on a firm financial footing with no long- 
term debt. The one major unknown going forward is the school funding issue. In 
March 2013, voters approved a formula change to apportion school costs from 
50% based on Equalized Valuation and 50% based on Average Daily 
Membership to 75% tax based on Average Daily Membership and 25% based 
on Equalized Valuation. As you may be aware, there is a legal challenge by 
Troy to have this overturned. If they succeed, it will severely impact our tax bills. 
Unfortunately, there is still great inequity in what member towns pay per 
student, even with the recent change in the funding formula. Fitzwilliam and 
Roxbury continue to pay the most per student of any other town in the district. 

Lastly we would like to thank all those who work for the town, whether 
they are paid employees, or serve on various boards, elected or appointed. 
They are the ones who make a difference and make Fitzwilliam what it is. Most 
especially, we would like to thank our Town Administrator, Paula Thompson and 
our Administrative Assistant Debbie Favreau. We appreciate their continued 
help and support.

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2013 REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Department completed all the planned road projects for 2013 
as well as some other projects. These projects included Bowkerville Road from 
Upper Troy Road to Route 12 , Templeton Turnpike Road by the Common, 
Richmond Road from Rhododendron Road just passed Angier Road, Dunton 
Road, a section of Templeton Turnpike and the rebuilding of the Boat Ramp. 
The Highway Department also assisted other departments when needed and 
continued routine maintenance on our roadways. 

The rebuilding of the 1987 John Deere grader was completed and can 
continue to service the Town for many more years. On the subject of Highway 
Department equipment, we were able to update our 1985 John Deere Loader 
with a 2002 John Deere Loader. The newer loader is in excellent shape with 
only 6000 hours on it. Our old loader had over 18,000 hours on it, and as much 
as | loved it, the economical thing to do was to replace it. This was done by 
trading the old loader and using funds from the Expendable Highway 
Department Trust Fund. This year | am asking for funds to purchase a one ton 
dump truck with a plow and sander. This truck will replace the 2005 F-150 truck 
which will be sold to the Cemetery Department. This new truck will take on the 
plowing duty presently being done by my beloved 1978 Ford, which will 
continue to sand and salt and plow when needed. Now don't get all nervous! | 
do not plan on going on a spending spree but it is important to have the right 
equipment in order to provide the service the Town expects. The 1978 Ford is 
not going to retire anytime soon. We will still be seen and heard sanding roads 
and probably retire together! The rest of the fleet is in good running condition 
and this includes:

The Highway Department also plans on building our new Cold Storage 
Building.

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2013 REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Fitzwilliam Police Department had many obstacles to overcome in the 
year 2013. As most are quite aware, we have gone through a lot of changes. 
The Fitzwilliam Select Board hired Municipal Resource Incorporated: MRI, to 
conduct a comprehensive study of the Police Department. Representatives from 
MRI had many recommendations, one which resulted in a proposal to remodel 
the police department. 

The Police Department went from being a 700 square foot cubical with a few 
off-set rooms to now having; an evidence room, an arrest and booking room, an 
Administrative Assistant / dispatch office with bullet proof glass, a Sergeant / 
Supervisor / Patrolman’s office and the Police Chief's office. Additionally, there’s 
a small kitchenette and a records room. Kevin Parker, a local contractor was 
hired to complete the construction project through a bidding process. 

In 2013 we also updated our duty weapons. The Heckler and Koch USP 
models, that we previously carried, were over 15 years old, and at the end of 
their service life. Replacing them are new Smith and Wesson Military and Police 
(M&P) .40 caliber model. To ensure that these new weapons remain in excellent 
service condition, we sent Officer George Cassidy to the Smith and Wesson 
Armorer Course, in August. In addition, we purchased a 3° AR-15 rifle, a Stag 
Arms .223, so that each cruiser is equipped with a rifle. 

To update our police vehicles, a new 2013 Ford Explorer Interceptor was 
purchased for the Department, (replacing the 2006 Expedition). Being a full time 
four wheel drive vehicle, will only enhance delivery of police services to better 
serve the community, especially in poor weather conditions. 

| would also like to take this opportunity to welcome our two newest part-time 
officers, both having served Fitzwilliam in the past. Officer Jeff Clark, a full-time 
certified officer with 15 years of experience and Officer Rene’ Doyle also a full- 
time certified officer with 6 years of experience.

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2013 FIREWARDS REPORT 


2013 CALLS 

The Fitzwilliam Fire Department responded to 318 calls from the 
period December 1, 2012 to November 30, 2013. The number of calls this year 
tops the previous highest in 2007 having been our highest call volume, at 301 
calls. Among the responses in 2013 were: five (5) structure fires, five (5) 
chimney fires, thirty (30) motor vehicle accidents, two (2) brush fires/illegal 
burns and thirty-four (34) mutual aid fire related responses to nearby 
communities including, Troy, Rindge, Jaffrey, Richmond, Keene, Marlborough 
and New Ipswich, as well as Winchendon Massachusetts. There were forty (40) 
automatic fire alarms and CO alarms, fourteen (14) utility/wire related calls, 
eleven (11) other calls for service. The department also responded to one 
hundred forty-four (144) medical emergencies, and forty (40) mutual aid medical 
calls to nearby communities including, Troy and Rindge. There were also 
eighteen (18) public assist/lifeline calls. 


PERSONNEL, TRAINING, AND EDUCATION 

The department currently has twenty-five (25) active members and 
one (1) senior member. The department has seven (7) members who serve as 
fire personnel and three (3) as EMS personnel. Sixteen (16) members are both 
fire and EMS certified. There are fifteen (15) New Hampshire certified fire 
fighters. Seven (7) members are certified at Level I, four (4) at Level Il, two (2) 
at the Intro to FF III and two (2) at Level Ill. There are eleven (11) members 
that are certified in Personal Protective Equipment and the use of Self 
Contained Breathing apparatus. There are currently four (4) signed up for Fire 
Fighter | to be held at Meadowood in 2014. 

There are twelve (12) members who are certified at various levels of 
Emergency Medical Services. Seven (7) are Nationally Registered EMT (basic) 
members, three (3) are at the Nationally Registered EMT-I (intermediate) level, 
and two (2) at the Advanced EMT level. There are 2 students waiting for the 
NREMT exam results and 3 personnel taking the national Emergency Medical 
Responder course. All active members on the department are required to 
maintain current CPR and Hazmat Operations training. 

The department hired five (5) new personnel in 2013, one person 
certified with Fire | and will serve as a firefighter. The other members have 
been taking EMS and Fire related courses and will serve as both Fire and EMS 
personnel. The department continues to offer monthly training for both fire and 
EMS personnel. Frequently throughout the year personnel participated in 
training with our mutual aid response area towns, as well as the training 
conducted with our members in town. Department trainings in the areas of 
auto extrication, pumps, emergency vehicle driver training, Forestry, Radio 
communications, fit testing, Self -Contained Breathing Apparatus, Personnel 
Protective Equipment, water rescue, low angle rescue, knots and ropes and 
Fire Fighter Rehab. 


VEHICLES 

Our inventory of vehicles includes the 2003 Pierce Contender 
pumper, the 1987 FMC pumper, the 2009 Mack tanker, 2009 Ford 350 Super 
Duty pick up forestry truck and the 2013 Ford Ambulance. 

The department took delivery of a new Ford Ambulance in April. 
Since that time, this ambulance has been very busy. 

The 1987 FMC is the next piece of equipment due to be replaced. 
This unit, purchased used from the Derry Fire Department, replaced the 1978 
engine that was in need of a new tank. 
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FIREWARDS REPORT - Continued 
2013 BUDGET 


We have presented fire and ambulance budgets that we feel meet the 
needs of the town and the basic needs of the fire and EMS personnel. The fire 
department operating budget is up $4,800 from the 2013 request. There are 
equipment and apparatus repairs as well as an increase in payroll. There is 
also a request in the capital budget to place $20,000.00 in the expendable trust 
fund for a replacement class A pumper to be purchased in the future. The 
ambulance-operating budget for 2014 is up $4,850 from 2013. This increase is 
for payroll and the increase of medical supplies. There is also a request for 
$2,000.00 for capital budget for the replacement of the Cardiac 
Monitor/Defibulator in 2017. As this report is prepared, the Budget Committee 
and the Board of Selectmen are reviewing our proposals. 

The Board of Firewards, officers and members of the fire department 
would like to thank the community for their continued support. Community 
members with questions about the fire department are encouraged to contact 
the Firewards and officers. The members are usually at the station on Sunday 
mornings and Wednesday evenings for meetings and trainings and or work 
details, anyone is encouraged to visit and learn more about fire and EMS 
services in town.

We had a great day for the Charlie Wallace 5K! 15 kids ran the Fun 
Run and 69 people ran the 5k held on Saturday June 22nd. To prepare for this 
years race, the Recreation Department sponsored a Couch to 5K program with 
the help of Robyn Hannett. 10 locals participated in this 8-week program to get 
moving!! Thanks to all the volunteers and the many generous donations of 
prizes and food, it was another successful year for our annual run. 

Residents helped to clean up the roadways with blue bags provided 
by the State’s Litter Free New Hampshire Program twice this year (once in the 
springtime and then again in the fall). The Highway Department helped by 
collecting the bags left roadside. 

Age in Motion, an adult exercise program run by Home, Healthcare, 
Hospice and Community Services ran once again this spring at Meadowood 
Assembly Hall. Older adults looking to add strength and flexibility joined others 
on Mondays and Wednesday during class sessions for an hour before Friendly 
Meals. This fall, AIM was replaced by Tai Chi for Better Balance, also run by

HHHCS. This 10-week program has been well-received and will most likely 
continue into 2014. 

This winter, a snowshoe club for kids ran afterschool for two weeks. 
Over a dozen kids borrowed snowshoes or brought their own and were led on a 
guided hike through the nature trail and fields around school grounds. The 
portable Public Skating Rink was built in December by a group of volunteers. 
After trial and error, the rink was up and running!! The Fitzwilliam Fire 
Department was a huge help in this process. They filled the rink several times 
throughout the season so residents could skate. The Winter Festival held on 
February 23° was a good opportunity to try the new rink and warm up to a 
campfire and cocoa. 

The Recreation Department continues to work to provide free or low- 
cost programs for the community. The Commission meets every second 
Monday of the month. We encourage suggestions and feedback from 
residents.

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2013 CEMETERY REPORT 


Burials in 2013: 

There were 12 burials in the Fitzwilliam cemeteries in 2013. Ten of 
the burials were cremation interments and there were two full burials. The 
national and regional shift toward cremations has continued here in Fitzwilliam. 
We have full burial lots (which can also have cremation interments) and 
cremation only lots available for purchase in the Pine Grove Cemetery. 


Recurring Work: 

Mowing and trimming continued as usual with a work crew of two 
individuals. The work hours are monitored and tracked to ensure that we are 
completing this work in an efficient manner. As in past years, the fall cleanup at 
the Village Cemetery did not start until the beginning of November since the 
oaks do not finally drop their leaves until that time. We don’t know if there is 
any reason for the oaks being so persistent in retaining their leaves each fall, 
but we hold off on the large scale cleanup at the Village Cemetery so that the 
raking and leaf blowing only has to be performed once. 


Equipment Issues: 

As usual, the two zero turn mowers saw heavy use and continued to 
prove their efficiency in the cemeteries. Without the zero turn mowers we would 
not be able to complete the mowing with our two person crew. 

The Hustler completed its third full year of use with only routine 
maintenance. 

The Gravely almost completed its ninth year of operation in 2013. 
The Gravely was not a commercial grade mower and the heavy use finally 
pushed it to its limits. The frame cracked for the second time and there was 
damage to other mechanical components. The Gravely was the only primary 
mower for six years before we purchased the Hustler and we definitely received 
many years of good service. We have requested a Warrant Article to fund a 
replacement mower. 

All other power equipment is in good running condition and has been 
lubed and cleaned for the winter storage. 

We now have $7500 toward the purchase of a replacement truck but 
so far have been unable to find a used truck in reasonable condition. We will 
continue to search and also work with the Selectmen on possible vehicles. 


Trees and New Plantings: 

We did not remove any large trees this year at the Village Cemetery 
but did accomplish some minor trimming of branches. We continuously monitor 
the health of the trees and watch out for potential safety problems but the old 
trees continue to deteriorate. We do foresee that several trees will need to be 
removed in the not so distant future. 

No new trees were planted this year, but we have identified several 
locations where some small trees could be planted to enhance the appearance 
of the cemeteries. The trees planted last year (2012) survived their first winter 
and are doing well. 


Grass and Leveling: 

The grass at both cemeteries did better this year since the weather 
was not as dry. The areas that were reseeded last year improved the 
appearance of the grounds. As usual, we made two applications of lime at Pine 
Grove and used fertilizer in some areas which helps to maintain and improve

the grass health. The workers did reseeding of several areas which had been 
damaged the previous year by the weather. The goal is to eventually have 
healthy grass with better root systems that will hold up to the weather 
conditions. We still have numerous areas that need more extensive help. 

This year we again were able to accomplish the filling and leveling of 
a number of low or sunken areas in the Village Cemetery. This improves 
appearance and also facilitates the mowing of the affected areas. This work will 
continue as time and materials allow. 


Projects: 

Weather, time, manpower and budget limitations continue to limit 
some of the project work in the cemeteries but we did make progress. 

The equipment shed at Pine Grove received a new roof and was 
painted by our department workers. 

Sunken Markers - Sunken memorial stones and lot markers were 
raised but there are numerous more that need attention. These stones sink into 
the ground over time until they begin to grow over and if not corrected, they will 
disappear from view. Several memorial stones at the Village Cemetery were 
leveled and some of smaller granite curbing was leveled which was a 
continuation of work from prior years. Some stone cleaning was completed in 
both cemeteries. Prior to a burial, the Sexton ensures that the stones on the 
family lot are also cleaned to present a better appearance at the services. 

Granite Curbing - One of the major projects that will need to be 
accomplished over time is the leveling of the granite curbing in the Village 
Cemetery. This need is not just for appearance reasons, since this curbing also 
retains soil and fill in place, establishes lot boundaries, and most importantly, 
have many memorial stones located on their top surfaces. As the angle of the 
curbing increases from the horizontal plane, the memorial stones begin to tilt 
further from the vertical and eventually tip over or in some cases actually break 
off from the curbing. 

Asphalt sealing — We contracted out asphalt sealing of the roads in 
the Village Cemetery and finished about two thirds of the surfaces. Prior to the 
sealing, our personnel filled many of the major cracks in the asphalt. We hope 
to finish the remainder in 2014. 


Warrant Articles: 

Replacement Zero Turn Mower — We have requested a Warrant 
Article to authorize the purchase of a zero turn mower to replace the Gravely 
mower. It is a vital piece of equipment for the maintenance of the cemeteries. 

Document Preservation Fund — We requested a Warrant Article to 
fund the preservation and copying of the old cemetery records. This will be 
added to the funds from last year to work on this project. We anticipate that we 
will submit a Warrant Article next year as well to complete the project since we 
have split up the funding into a three year project. 

Change in Name for Commissioners — The Commissioners have 
proposed a change in name from “Cemetery Commissioners” to “Trustees of 
the Cemetery”. This in only an administrative change and there will be NO 
change in job descriptions, responsibilities or operation of the cemeteries. The 
change will bring us in line with the terminology used by the State of New 
Hampshire in the various RSAs and documents.

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2013 REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


2013 proved to be business as usual; with only one election and normal 
activity within the office. We did change the office a bit in April. Thank you to all 
the residents who commented on the change and gave two thumbs-up to the 
“improvement”. We really only re-organized what was already there to better 
suit our current needs. 

Motor Vehicle transactions increased again in 2013. We processed 3713 
receipts in 2013 compared to 3644 in 2012. That is an increase of 69 motor 
vehicle receipts and of that 68 were boat registrations! 2013 was the first full 
year that we were certified Boat Agents and it was fairly successful, compared 
to the 9 boat registrations processed in 2012. We issued 709 dog licenses in 
2013 which was down slightly from 2012. At the close of 2013 there were 42 
unlicensed dogs remaining with civil forfeitures pending. The licensing of dogs 
in town continues to be an issue with some dog owners unwilling to comply with 
the state law. We in the Town Clerk’s office will continue to do our duty to 
comply and follow the schedule of dog licensing spelled out in RSA 466. 

Total revenue for the Clerk’s office in 2013 was $369,453.74 ($364,453.12 
in 2012), which includes Motor Vehicle, dog licensing, vitals and other 
miscellaneous areas. A complete breakdown of receipts is in another report 
within this Annual Report. This increase in revenue is the second annual 
increase since 2005. 

We continue to offer online services for motor vehicle and dog license 
renewals as well as requests for certified vital records (www.eb2gov.com). We 
also continue to send email reminder notifications to those who have requested 
them. 

The Clerk’s office is still on the State pilot program where we do not have to 
call in for permission to release plates and we are only required to mail our work 
in weekly, not daily. Not having to call in for plate releases reduces wait time for 
our customers and reducing the number of mailings to the state has saved a 
significant amount in postage cost. We decided not to go on the pilot program 
that eliminates the printer for titles because of the cost to the Town for ink 
cartridges. We investigate all possible changes offered by the State, but if it is 
not going to benefit the Town we will not do them until mandated by the State. 

Denise and | look forward to seeing just about every resident in Town and 
strive to make your visit to the office as pleasant and efficient as possible.

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2013 REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The first duty of the Planning Board is to prepare and amend a master plan 
to guide the development of the municipality. Planning Board regulatory duties 
include the review and approval of all subdivisions, lot line adjustments, 
voluntary mergers and site plan review applications for commercial uses or 
multi-family residences. The Planning Board may, from time to time, 
recommend to the local legislative body amendments of the zoning ordinance. 
(RSA 674:1) 

At the 2013 Town Meeting, a Blasting Ordinance was approved by the 
voters; and two petitioned articles were brought by residents, neither of which 
was approved by voters. One proposed to allow nonconforming setbacks to 
apply to new structures on the property; the other proposed to allow quarry 
reclamation as a new and permitted use within the Rural/Residential District. 

During 2013, after conducting 19 preliminary consultations and 9 public 
hearings, the Board: 

1) Approved two subdivision applications, creating 3 new residential lots; 
2) Approved two boundary line adjustments; 

3) Approved one new business site plan; 

4) Approved one voluntary merger; and 

5) Adopted revised subdivision regulations and Rules of Procedure. 


In the past year, residents came forward with suggestions for zoning 
amendments or new regulations. The Board values input from Town residents 
and encourages interested volunteers to serve on the Board. 


The Planning Board meets on the first and third Tuesdays of the month at 
7:00 pm in the Town Hall. All meetings are open to the public.

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2013 REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment hears appeals for relief from zoning 
ordinance requirements. The Board considers the unique circumstances of each 
case and decides to grant relief, if warranted, based on specific criteria. They 
consider the impact of the proposed action on the neighborhood and the land, 
and whether it is in harmony with the purpose and intent of the zoning 
ordinance. The Board can’t change zoning ordinances but is empowered to 
grant appeals in accordance with State Statute and local law as specified in the 
Land Use Code. 

The Board considers appeals for Variances, Special Exceptions and 
Equitable Waivers of Dimensional Requirements, Appeals of Administrative 
Decisions and Motions for re-hearings. 


During 2013 the Board of Adjustment deliberated on six cases: 


1. Ata hearing continued from 2012, the Board granted an appeal to reverse 
an Administrative Decision denying a building permit. Also, granted a 
Motion to Rehear so a condition of this decision could be modified for 
safety reasons. 

2. Granted a variance from dimensional requirements to allow an existing 
structure within the 50 foot side setback required in the General Industrial 
District to permit a proposed subdivision to go forward. 

3. Granted a variance from dimensional requirements to allow a deck to 
encroach on the side setback to the same degree the structure to which it 
is attached encroaches. 

4. Referred an appeal for a variance back to the Select Board to issue a 
construction permit, opining that a variance is not necessary under current 
zoning. 

5. Referred an appeal of an administrative decision denying a construction 
permit back to the Select Board, opining that given the documentation 
provided, issuing a construction permit is allowed under state law. 

6. Heard an appeal for a variance from dimensional requirements regarding a 
front setback. The Board found that it did not have the authority to legally 
allow the property owner to build within the Town road right of way. The 
property owner is working with the Select Board on this issue. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets the second Tuesday of the month, 
when they have an application before them. The Board invites and encourages 
all interested parties to attend hearings and meetings as noticed.

BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
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2013 REPORT OF THE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The mission of the Historic District Commission is to preserve structures 
and places of historic and architectural value; preserve a district in the 
municipality that reflects elements of its cultural, social, economic, political and 
architectural history; conserve property values; foster civic beauty; and maintain 
the existing architecture of the district. The Commission reviews all exterior 
construction located within the Historic District of Fitzwilliam through an 
application process and public meetings. They are also responsible for 
amendments to and adoption of regulations in accordance with State statutes. 

In 2013, the Historic District Commissioners met seven times and used the 
design guidelines to review ten applications including: one new home in the 
historic district, two exterior house paintings, three window replacements, two 
minor exterior changes, one new sign, and one high speed broadband antenna 
installation in the Town Hall. Commissioners also met with the Fitzwilliam 
Historical Society to discuss the impact on the Village of re-opening the country 
store in the Blake House Museum. 

Applications for all exterior changes within the Historic District must come 
before the Commission for consideration and approval. The Commission meets 
on the second Thursday of each month at 4:00 PM in the Town Hall when there 
is a case before it. All meetings are open to the public and we encourage 
participation from all those interested.

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 
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2013 REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Fitzwilliam Conservation Commission continues its mission to protect the 
natural resources of the town. Last year’s passage of Article 20 at the town 
meeting enabled us to include the 11-acre “Menard lot” in the Widow Gage 
Town Forest conservation easement. We also updated the trail maps, kept 
them supplied at the kiosk next to the parking lot, and distributed copies to the 
town clerk, police and fire departments for rescue purposes. Member Hiel 
Lindquist conducted two nature walks along the trail and expects to offer more 
in 2014 (watch the town newsletter). We repaired the kiosk and signs after 
some vandalism and maintained the trail as needed (the beaver have been 
active), assisted by the Monadnock Conservancy and Frank Bequaert. 

We have advised local and state officials regarding various wetlands 
projects including a scheduled dam removal at Horseshoe Pond and 
reconstruction of the Laurel Lake Boat ramp. 

We are working toward placing a conservation easement on the southern 
portion of the Katie Metzger Town Forest, and have solicited proposals to 
survey the land and develop a Forest Management Plan. 

We continue to evaluate available parcels for conservation purposes and 
investigate opportunities to preserve environmentally sensitive areas. Our Open 
Space Committee has been contacting private property owners in an ongoing 
effort to help landowners identify strategies for conserving open space. 

Members have variously participated in two site walks, attended two 
conferences and workshops, represented Fitzwilliam on the (Mt.) Monadnock 
Advisory Committee, participated in the Lake Host Program, and attended a 
meeting of the Society for the Protection of Rockwood Pond. We addressed 
citizens’ concerns about water and air quality and other possible impacts from 
any future quarry operations, completed surveys for the South West Regional 
Planning Commission and Monadnock Conservancy, recommended programs 
to the NH Audubon Society, purchased boundary signs for the Town Forests, 
and maintained membership in the NH Association of Conservation 
Commissions. We sponsored a bird watching program at the library and co- 
sponsored a bobcat presentation by the NH Fish and Game Department, which 
is conducting an ongoing bobcat study in our region, including part of the Katie 
Metzger Town Forest. 

We welcomed member Hiel Lindquist, and regretfully accepted the 
resignations of long standing members Fred and Rosalind Slavic. In October we 
hosted a special Remembrance at the Town Hall to honor Fred’s memory. We 
are deeply grateful to Fred and Rosalind for their long, productive service to the 
Conservation Commission and their many contributions toward protecting and 
maintaining the natural resources and open spaces of Fitzwilliam. 

The commission is seeking new members. If you are interested, please 
contact chairman Paul Kotila, member Dorothy Zug, or the Selectmen’s office.

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2013 REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICE 


The Code Enforcement office enforces regulations of the Fitzwilliam Land 
Use Codes, issues permits for construction, and occupancy permits for new 
home occupation after completion of construction. 

Upon receipt of a written complaint, the Code Enforcement Officer performs 
an investigation, ensures compliance of construction permits to applicable 
zoning requirements, dedicates Emergency 911 numbers; and reviews all 
construction permit applications and plans. This review ensures safety from 
fire, flood and establishes that all other public requirements are met. Once a 
permit has been granted, the Code Enforcement Officer visits the property prior 
to the start of construction to determine that all setback requirements have been 
adhered to. 

If you should have any questions with regard to permitting for construction 
please contact the Board of Selectmen’s Office to obtain a copy of the 
Construction Permit regulations. Please remember that all construction, 
renovation, demolition and changes to buildings require a permit. We have 
been seeing an increase of construction being completed in town without first 
obtaining a building permit approval. It is always best to check with our office 
prior to construction to determine if a permit is required. When applying for a 
permit, please remember to allow yourself enough time for the paperwork to be 
processed prior to the start date of construction. 

In 2013 47 construction permits were issued, with only two issued for new 
single-family dwellings. If you should have any questions with regard to building 
issues, please feel free to contact the Selectmen’s Office at 585-7723.

The Fitzwilliam Police Department will continue to provide their services in the 
handling of animal control issues in hopes of being able to appoint another ACO 
in the near future. 

The police department has responded to 172 animal control complaints 
ranging from domestic to wild animal. It should be noted that many times, the 
officer responds to calls for loose running or stray dogs only to find that the 
dogs have not been properly vaccinated so therefore, not registered. This 
becomes difficult to properly identify and locate the owners of the dogs. Please 
remember to register your dogs by April 15". 

Remember to have your pet(s) properly vaccinated especially for rabies for 
their own health and safety and for the safety of others. As you are aware, wild 
animals in Fitzwilliam are abundant and can carry the rabies disease.

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2013 REPORT OF THE MONADNOCK ADVISORY COMMISSION 


The Monadnock Advisory Commission was created by State Statute and is 
charged to advise and guide the Department of Resources and Economic 
Development on the management of State lands and leased lands on 
Monadnock, Gap and Little Monadnock mountains. 

Attendance for day use in 2013 for Monadnock was 82,638. The month with 
the highest use was October with 17,131. Camper night use was 5,027 in 
2013, with the most use occurring in October: 1608 campers. Gilson 
Campground which was opened in 2011 continues to attract new campers and 
increase in use. 

As a primary funding source for such things as search and rescue equipment 
and supplies, State law allows MAC to receive donations. Specified donations 
have been received in past years for such things as blazing trails and signage. 
The MERE Project (Monadnock Ecological Research and Education) continues 
under the auspices of Antioch University with Professor Peter Palmiotto 
directing. 

MAC met once this year but usually meets twice a year. Meetings are at the 
Jaffrey Civic Center and dates and times of meetings are listed in area 
newspapers. The public is welcome to attend these meetings.

o'clock in the afternoon to act on issues required to be voted on by ballot 
(Articles 1 though 4 ) and to meet at seven (7:00) in the afternoon to act on the 
business matters of the Town (Articles 5 through 20). The polls will be open on 
ballot issues not later than 11:00 a.m. and close not earlier than 7:00 p.m., or 
such later time as shall be authorized by a vote of the Town. 


ARTICLE 1. To bring in your votes for the election of one Selectman for three 
years; one Fireward for three years; two Budget Committee Members for three 
years; one Budget Committee Member for two years; one Trustee of the Trust

The Business portion of Town Meeting was called to order at 7:22pm. 
Moderator Prigge lead the assembly in the Pledge of Alligence and Rev. Lynda 
Tolton read a blessing. 


ARTICLE 5. To hear and act upon the reports of Agents, Committees and 
Officers, heretofore chosen. 

Selectman Nancy Carney made a motion to waive the reading of the Warrant 
and to accept the Town Report for 2012; V. Fisher 2”. Selectman Carney 
recognized the 250” Birthday Committee Members for all their hard work that 
made the birthday weekend a huge success and Constance Porter for the 
design of the “logo” used during the celebration as well as on the cover of the 
Town Report. S. Massin applauded her fellow 250” Birthday Committee 
members and explained that the memory book from the event will be on display 
at the Library as well as available for order. Selectman Carney noted that 
because of the hard work of the Town Administrator, Paula Thompson, the town 
received a Conservation and Heritage grant that has enabled the town to begin 
repair on the benches in the Town Hall. She recognized resident Kerry Gagne, 
who is doing the work, along with his daughter Maren. Selectman Carney 
advised the assembly that the ambulance that was voted on last March would 
be delivered at the end of the month.

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget 
Committee recommended sum of $1,817,075 for general municipal operations, 
or take any action thereon. The Selectmen recommend $1,816,923. NOTE: This 
warrant article (operating budget) does not include appropriations voted in any 
other warrant articles. 

C. Hagstrom Ill made a motion to accept the Budget Committee’s 
recommendation of $1,817,075.00; motion . E. Durmer stated that he 
noticed that the Legal line has doubled since 2012 and wanted to know why and 
how could someone investigate how the funds were being spent. Selectman 
Silverman explained that Legal costs are always hard to predict. She continued 
by stating that the BOS feel that legal experts may be required for their office as 
well as Land Use issues. Legal line was over-expended in 2012 and some of 
the issues are ongoing into 2013. Selectman Doerpholz stated that in 2011, 
while creating the 2012 budget, the BOS cut the Legal line to keep the budget 
tight and were hit with legal expenses in 2012. These cases are on going into 
2013 and feel the additional funds are necessary. As to how to investigate 
spending, Selectman Doerpholz advised to contact the Selectman’s office.

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$302,000 to be added to the Roads Repair and Maintenance Expendable Trust 
Fund created by ARTICLE #8 of the 2011 Town Meeting, or take any action 
thereon. (Recommended by Budget Committee, Recommended by Board of 
Selectmen) 
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Road Agent G. Cuomo made a motion to accept the article as written; motion 
2". There was no discussion on the article. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 to be added to the Highway Cold Storage Building Expendable Trust 
Fund created by ARTICLE #35 of the 2007 Annual Town Meeting, or take any 
action thereon. Note: This appropriation, added to the balance in the 
Expendable Trust Fund will allow the town to complete the cold storage building 
project at the Highway Department. (Recommended by Budget Committee, 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

Road Agent G. Cuomo made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 
2". Road Agent Cuomo explained that this building would be cold storage and 
used to house equipment and extra storage. He explained this was a “used” 
building, however it has never been erected and is still in original packaging. 
The $15,000 will be used for foundation work and erecting the building. WM. 
Nolan stated that the Road Agent acquired this building at an extremely 
reasonable price listening to the “swap shop”. He stated that the residents 
should be grateful for Gene and the whole department for their efficient 
operation.

$10,000 to be added to the Highway Department Vehicles and Equipment

Committee, $5,000 Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

Highway Agent G. Cuomo made a motion to recommend $5000.00 to be raised 
and appropriated and be added to the Trust; Motion 2". G. Cuomo explained 
that originally, when the Warrant was created, money was added to this to 
rebuild the motor in the loader. Since then the Town has purchased a 2002 
loader and will not need the additional funds to rebuild because the Town will no 
longer own that loader.

T. Silverman made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 2”. D. Ellis 
asked if the Town would be moving the Boat Ramp. T. Silverman said No, and 
that the proposed plans had been on display in the foyer throughout the day. D. 
Ellis explained that Map 20 Lot 05 has a building on it with a value of 
$94,000.00 according to the Town Report. P. Thompson reviewed and stated 
that it should read Map 21 Lot 05. T. Parker stated that when he was 
Selectman there had been a request to update the boat ramp but the Town did 
not know who owned the property. The State of NH investigated and 
discovered the Whipple Heirs owned that property. Now the Town has taken 
the property by tax deed. T. Parker went on to say that he feels that before the 
Town puts any money into that ramp they should see what the State’s plans for 
it are. T. Silverman stated that what the State wants and what the Town wants 
are very different. If State took over then the ramp would be on the State map 
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and possibly increase traffic on the lake. T. Silverman went on to say that they 
had met with representatives from the State and were advised that it would be 
at least 3 years before the State would address the ramp. 

Moderator Prigge amended the Article to read Map 21 Lot 05. 

C. Porter asked how dangerous is the boat ramp and would like to know what 
people on the lake feel. T. Moran stated that the ramp is in terrible condition 
and not just residents around the lake use it. R. Briggs stated that they consider 
it entertainment to watch people try to get their boats in and out.

She stated that the Town has also applied for a grant to cover 
this and if awarded the grant the funds approved tonight would go into the 
General Fund. D. Kenney asked where the current shelter for the Town was.

She stated that this would be non- 
lapsing because the condition of the front porch is questionable and won't know 
what repairs may be needed until get that far.

ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 to create digital and duplicate sets of Cemetery records and archive 
same, for all town cemetery records, to be non-lapsing for up to two years, or 
take any action thereon. Note: this is the first phase of a three phase project. 
(Recommended by Budget Committee, Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 


M. Grab made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 2”". He stated 
that this would not create an internet database, just preserve original documents 
and they would be scanned and duplicated. They would do the oldest 
documents and the documents in the roughest shape first. 

Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to accept from Meadowood County 
Area Fire Department a conveyance of the Main Fire Station and Annex #1 
property (Tax Map 39 Lot 03-01) and Annex #2 property (Tax Map 17 Lot 11- 
01), both situated on the Upper Troy Road, said transfer to be made without 
consideration being paid by the Town, provided that in the event the Town 
accepts the transfer of said real estate but decides at some future time that said 
real estate is not necessary for municipal purposes, that said real estate will be 
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retransferred to Meadowood County Area Fire Department if it is still in 
existence, otherwise, the Town shall be free to transfer the property on the open 
market; and further provided that in the event the Town improves said real 
estate but no longer wishes to use it for municipal purposes, the cost of said 
improvements may be considered in any retransfer of the property to the 
Meadowood County Area Fire Department, or take any action thereon. 


W. Wright made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 2. A. 
Rickheit asked if Meadowood remained a formal cooperation. W. Prigge stated 
yes. M. Nolan gave background on how Meadowood came to decide to donate 
these facilities to the Town. He stated that Meadowood was discontinuing 
emergency services because of financial reasons but will remain a training 
facility. M. Nolan gave examples of how town could utilize buildings (satellite 
fire department, cold storage, recreation). J. Hogan asked if the town would be 
forfeiting taxes if took over ownership. M. Nolan stated that Meadowood is a 
nonprofit so they do not pay property taxes to the town. He stated some 
updates that had recently been done and felt that the facilities were in fairly 
good shape. P. Bieber stated that he is an abutter and feels it is a great idea. 
Moderator Prigge stated that he received a petition for a ballot vote. Moderator 
Prigge verified that those who signed the petition were in attendance of the 
meeting. He explained how the vote would take place and showed the 
assembly the empty ballot box.

M. Grab made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 2. M. Grab 
stated that the current vehicle is a 1997 F150 , which the Town acquired used 
from the State of NH. Vehicle is getting old and needs to be retired. Looking for 
a standard pickup, no bells and whistles.

Expendable Trust Fund created by ARTICLE #20 of the 2004 Annual Town 
Meeting, or take any action thereon. (Recommended by Budget Committee, 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

Chief Mattson made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 2”. 

There was no discussion on this article. 

Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 19. (By Petition) To see if the town will vote to enter into a three (3) 
year lease/purchase agreement not to exceed Thirty-Five Thousand dollars 
($35,000) to purchase and equip a new four wheel drive police vehicle, and to 
raise and appropriate the sum not to exceed Twelve Thousand dollars ($12,000) 
for the first year’s payment for that purpose. This lease agreement contains an 
escape clause. The amount of this article is not included in the operating 
budget. This vehicle will replace the current Ford Expedition Police Vehicle and 
to further allow that the Ford Expedition be traded in toward the purchase of the 
new vehicle and such funds from the trade to be applied to reduce the overall 
cost of the new vehicle, or take any action thereon. (Not Recommended by 
Budget Committee, Not Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

Chief Kassotis made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 2". Chief 
Kassotis stated that the 2006 Ford Expedition has high mileage and has needed 
costly repairs. He stated that originally the Expedition was due to be replaced in 
2012 but added one year on to help keep 2012 budget down. J. Hogan asked 
about leasing, stated she did not have a good experience with leasing. Chief 
Kassotis explained that a municipal lease is different and the Town would own 
the vehicle after 3 years. He also explained that he asked CIP to purchase but 
they recommended the lease. M. Nolan stated that when the Chief entered into 
the last lease agreement for the sedan he stated that a 4X4 was not necessary 
and would not request a large 4X4 again. M. Nolan stated that he feels the 
Chief was not dealing with the Budget Committee or Board of Selectman in 
good faith. V. Fisher asked why neither the Budget Committee nor the Board of 
Selectman was recommending this lease. Selectman Doerpholz explained that 
the repairs were necessary because of an accident with the Expedition. He also 
stated that most of the winter the Expedition has been observed at the police 
station covered with snow. He explained to the assembly that there are 3 full 
time employees on the force so having 3 relatively new vehicles seems 
unnecessary. He recommended keeping the current 4X4 if a four-wheel drive is 
needed. The Expedition has been stated as a “back-up” vehicle and it is in 
good enough shape for a back-up. Many residents stood and supported the 
Police Department and the employees and voiced their opinion for the need of a 
four-wheel drive in this area. M. Nolan stated that he believes officers are 
“professional” drivers and should be able to drive on the roads. 4X4 doesn't 
always help. C. Beckwith proposed trading in the Expedition and selling one of 
the sedans so that the four-wheel drive issue would be addressed as well as the 
number of vehicles. Discussion continued on the need for a 4X4. R. Newcomb 
made a motion to move the question; Motion 2". Moderator Prigge advised that 
he has a petition for a ballot vote. Moderator Prigge accounted for those who 
signed the petition and advised that the same procedure would be followed as 
for Article 14.

with RSA 31:110). These easements, which will require final approval by the 
Board of Selectmen, will assure permanent enforceable protection for all the 
Fitzwilliam Town Forests, or take any action there. 

P. Kotila made a motion to accept the article as written; Motion 2”". P. Kotila 
explained that it is basically the same thing as voted on in 2005 but adding four 
words: “all present and future”. He explained that this is basic housekeeping. 
T. Parker stated that he urges the town to vote this down. He stated that this 
costs the town money and gives away rights. P. Kotila stated that this would 
incur no additional costs and re-emphasized that this is just to add four words to 
the language.

“Minerals”, “mining”, and “mine” shall have the same meaning as 
RSA12-E: |, excluding the exemption provided by RSA 12-E:1, IX (a). Mining shall require a 


Conditional Use Permit (CUP) and approval by the Planning Board as described in Chapter 209. 


1. Mining activities are considered to be Minor if they occur on a site no larger than two (2) 
acres and involve no more 2,000 cubic yards of material being mined per year. 


2. Projects that exceed the above limits are considered to be Major.
